Herr Bandmann is one..ofthe: greatest actors | -- 


of modem timcs—in his. own opinion. | But, 
unfortunately, his opinion. by no means ‘coin- 
cides with that of a large nuriber of the persons 
who: arc called: upon to criticise tis perform- 
ances., Recently, he threatened to employ, 
on one of those disagreeable tribe who consider 
him a histriohic tomfool, physical expostulation, 
but as the rash being whom he addressed’ did 
not appear at all alarmed, he seems to: liave 
abandoned his terrible designs. - Instead of kick- 
ing anybody, or acting in such’a way as to show 
that the difference between a great actor anda 


pugilistic ostler is not so great as would appear |: 


at first sight, he has taken up that mighty weapon, 
the pen. From our carly childhood,” he ob- 
serves, “we begin tocriticlse our playmates, toys, 
and dresses. “We tell our parents’ and teachers 
that we'do not like Tommy, Susan, or ‘Mary, 
because we do not agree, or they object to play | 
-with us; and when we, grow into boyhood and 
girlhood. we become still more critical and find 
greater difficulty as to our likings and desires.” 
"The growth of the critical tendency having been 
traced, Herr Bandmann draws 4. comparison 
between Hamlet, “the beneficent connoisseur,” 
and Jago, a ie malevolent caviller,” and thus 
delivers hi fs judgment on the critic. Here,” he 
remarks, “we find all the difficulties of the brain 
and heatt combined, but it is rarely we come 
across a truc The “unjust critic” is 
dencribed asa nincompoop, who, with a dunce’s 
cap covering hig shallow brain, ‘sits upon the 
fool's throne, and‘ bauble in hand, imitates 
Touchstone with borrowed quips and sparks, and 
paper bullets of pilferdd imaginations On the 
other hand, he speaks of the “just and truthful 
critic” as impregnable armour,” and as - 
tock.”
